Nprimis, A laſting Peace betwixt all Parties, and a free Trade by Sea 
and Land and all freſh Water. he 6 ON 


2. A General Amneſty. 
3- All Hoſtilities to ceaſe in ten days after the Signing hereof; 


4. The Aſunſter and Oſnaburgh Treaty to remain firme, excepting 1n ſuch 
Alterations as ſhall be made in the following Articles, 


». 


5: The Duke of Brandenbargh ſhall reſtore all he -olſeſſes in Pomeren, Stracl- 
ſong and Stetin, and all that 1s granted Swedez by the Treaty of weſiphalia. 


6. Both Parties are to ſeparate their Countries with Limitations. 


7. All on the other ſide of the Odvr as far as Dam and Golnow (hall re- 
main to the Brindenburghers, only _thar the Duke of Brapdenburph, in Con- 
ſideration that Go/xow is very ſerviceable to him, ſhall pay 50009 Crowns 
to the King of Sweder, but that place is again to be given to the Swedes if 
the Money be not paid. | 


8, 9. The Sweaes are to deſiſt from the Toll which they had at 6:er- 
gen, and other Places in Pomerex, according to the Treaty of Szctiz 1n the 
Year 1653. 


10. That all the Rights and Revenues from all Places on the other fide 
of the Oaor to be granted to the Duke of Brandenburgh. 


11. All Inhabitants in thoſe parts are to be Releaſed from their Oath of 
Allegiance. 


I2. Odor ſhall remain as a Soveraignty to the King and Kingdom of 
Sweaen, 


13. That upon the Exchange of the Ratification the King of Frazce {jall 
caule his Army to retire out of all Flaces belonging to the Duke of Braz- 
denbureh, except 1000 Horle to remain 1a eſe! and L:pftace, till the tall Exe- 
cution of this Treaty with Sweder. 

I 4. Tha: 
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14. That the Duke of Bra»denburgh ſhall caule all his Forces to march 
cut of the open Country. And in regard at preſent Swedez wants Forces to 
poſſeſs his places, the Branderburgh Forces thall remain Two thouland Men in 
SFraclfond , Ten or twelve hundred at Stetin, and (lo proportionably in other 
places, till Swede ſhall ſend Forces to take poſletlion of the fame. 


15. That the Duke of Brandenbargh is free to carry out ſuch Cannon and 
Ammunition as he hath brought into thole Places he took from Swedex, bur 
not any of thole he found there. 


16, That Endeavors be uſed to make Peace with Dexrmark , and that in 
the mean time the Duke of Brandenbnreb ſhall give no Afiſtance to that 
King. | 

17. That the King of Fraxce, obliges himſelf to deliver the Ratification 
from the King of Swedez in three Moneths, and till the Rarification be de- 
livered Brandenburgh ſhall not be obliged to make Reſtitution to. Swedes. 


18, That the Ratification of Fraxce and Brandenbwroh ſhall be Exchanged 
in-one Moneth, and that of Sweaez 1n three, 


There is another Article for endeavouring to accommodate the Difference 
between the Houſes of Brazdezburgh and. Luzenburgh, And one Article more, 
by which Fraxce obligeth himſelf to pay unto Brandenbargh , within. the 
ſpace of two Years, 300000 Crowns towards the Charge of the War.
